“ He has been a very wise and 
prudent counselor to many pres­ 
idents, and certainly to me,” 
said Johnson in announcing the 
nomination.

Hospital Probes 


Unattended Baby 
Death Complaint 


ST. LOUIS (A P)- Officials of 
city-owned Homer G. Phillips 
Hospital said today they are in­ 
vestigating a complaint that a 
six-weeks-old baby died in his 
mother’s arm s while the mother 
was waiting to see a doctor in 
the hospital emergency room. 
The child, Eddie Thomas, son 
of Mrs. Magnolia Adams, was 
pronounced dead at 11:30 p.m., 
Jan. 5. The cause of death was 
recorded as a respiratory ill­ 
ness. 
Hospital officials said the in­ 
vestigation was prompted by a 
letter from a John Williams, 
who said he witnessed the mo­ 
ther's efforts to obtain treat­ 
ment for her child. 
The 21-year-old mother said 
she waited nearly three hours 
in the 
emergency 
room 
and 
asked several times to see a 
doctor or nurse. 
“ He died in my arm s while I 
was waiting for those people,” 
the woman said. 
Dr. Herbert Domke, city di­ 
rector of health and hospitals, 
said the complaint is a serious 
matter. 
“We 
certainly 
will 
follow 
through with a thorough investi­ 
gation,” he said. 
Dr. Eugene Mitchell, hospital 
medical director, said W illiams’ 
letter stated M rs. Adams ar­ 
rived in the emergency room 
about 9 p.m. and the baby died 
about two hours later. 
But Mitchell said hospital rec­ 
ords show the woman arrived 
at 
11 
p.m. 
and

doctor 
examined the baby at 11:15.

DRAFT IN MISSOURI

tion of the draft. 
JEFFERSON CITY -Two years 
ago, Missouri received the larg­ 
est 
calls 
for 
draft • eligiblt— 
males 
since 
the 
Korean con­ 
flict, and if the present level 
of forces 
is 
maintained 
in 
Vietnam, that cycle may be re-r- 
newed in 1968 as many of those 
draftees 
complete 
their 
two- 
year term of duty. 
The call for this month is 896, 
according 
to state 
Selective 
Service 
Director, 
Maj. 
Gen. 
L. B. Adams. This is compared 
with 478 in January, 1967, and 929 
in January, 
1966. The 
largest 
call for 
draft-eligible 
men in 
1966 was 1,738 in October. The 
second largest call was 1,300 in 
August and 1,188 in May of that 
same year. 
If the 1966 policies are pur­ 
sued, this could mean more stu­ 
dents 
taken out of college and 
the termination of 
many grad­ 
uate 
student deferments - but 
no policy has been set forth on 
this yet. 
Gen. Adams 
explained 
that 
since Missouri has about two per 
cent of the nation’s population, 
the draft quotas for the state run 
about the same percentage of the 
national quota. 
With respect to the number of 
men available from each Selec­ 
tive 
Service 
board, the state 
office acts as a “ leveler,” Gen. 
Adams said. Officials here study 
each board’s list of men avail­ 
able 
periodically and suggest 
that 
they either 
tighten up or 
relax 
their deferment policie.s 
in order to keep the availability 
pool at a desirable level. 
Only 
one 
board in the state, 
the 
Clayton board, has 
failed 
in recent months to maintain an 
adequate pool and meet its quota 
requirements, reputable sources 
have stated. 
It was running at nearly 100 
men short of its quota for the 
past 
year. This is largely due 
to the fact that between 90 and 
100 per cent 
of the graduating 
high school students in the Clay­ 
ton area attend college, thereby 
receiving college deferments. 
It was in this board that the re­ 
cent controversy arose over a 
youth who allegedly received spe­ 
cial attention and 
was allowed 
to enlist 
in a 
Colorado Na­ 
tional Guard unit after 
receiv­ 
ing his induction notice. 
The chairman of the 
Clayton 
board resigned during the con­ 
troversy, 
charging mismanage­ 
ment of deferment policies at 
the state level.

and a farm er, adding to the back­ 
ground which 
is 
needed 
to 
examine deferment requests. 
He feels

power needs. The largest prob­ 
lem 
he feels 
that 
exists in 
its administration — as shown in
